Said bonds to be Issued, shall 
be in the' sum of $1.000 encl/, payable in 
twenty years from June I, 1S96, with interest 
thereon, at the rate of five per centum per 
annum, payable semi-annually, as per cou- 
pons attached to said bonds, signed by the 
city clerk. 
SECTION 3. Said bonds when issued, shall 
be negotiated and sold in the manner pre- 
scribed by law.

AN ORDINANCE 


To Regulate the Removal of Garbage 


Within the City of Fortemouth. 
Be it ordained by the City Council of the 
City of Portsmouth, as follows: 


SKCTION 1. That it shall be unlawful for 
any person to deposit upon any street, alley, 
sidewalk, wharf, 'landlns or other public 
place within the City of Portsmouth, any 
manure, slops, tree-trimmings, ashos, cind- 
ers, waste animal, vegetable or mineral mat- 
tor, rubbish, offal or iilth of any description 
whatever, except as herein provided, and ail 
of the foregoing articles, matters and things 
enumerated and included In the above class- 
ification are hereby designated and shall be 
known as garbage. 


SEC. 2. That all structures or premises 
having access to back or side alleys shall 
use tbe same for the deposit of garbage as 
herein provided, and all structures or prem- 
ises not having access to either back or side 
alleys, shall use the streets for the deposit 
of garbage as herein provided. Manure shall 
ba deposited in separate, suitable and suf- 
ilcient receptacles provided for that sole 
purpose placed adjoining the premises from 
which it Is cast, and which shall not occupy 
more than two feet in width of the alley; 
but in no event shall manure be placed in 
any receptacle on any street or sidewalk. 
All other garbage shall be placed in suita- 
ble and sufficient receptacles, which shall be 
•not less than eighteen inches or more than 
twenty-four inches wide, and not less than 
twenty-four inches high and three feet long, 
one end of which shall be cut down at least 
half way, and which shall be placed adjoin- 
ing the premises from which it is cast, and 
which snail not occupy more, than two feet 
in width of the alley; and where there is, no 
alley accessible, then upon the street or 
sidewalk, whichever is practicable, Immedi- 
ately adjoining the gutter and occupying 
not more than two feet in width of said 
street or sidewalk; provided, however, that 
persons occupying premises abutting on the 
paved streets who must, under the provis- 
ions of this ordinance, use the same for lihe 
deposit of garbage are hereby required to 
deposit the same upon the outer edge of lihe 
sidewalk only, in suitable and sufficient 
water tight metal receptacles, which said 
receptacles shall be placed on said street 
each morning, except Sunday, before 8 
o'clock and removed therefrom before 11 
o'clock a. m., whether the contractor has re- 
moved the 'garbage therefrom or not. Pro- 
vided, however, that ashes and cinders from 
manufactories, and tho refuse from manu- 
factured products may be piled in the public 
places hereinbefore designated for Immedi- 
ate removal only, and shall be removed by 
such manufacturer at his own expense. 


SEC. 3. The City is hereby divided Into dis- 
tricts for the removal of garbage which are 
co-oxtensive with the wards of the City; and 
the Council shall annually advertise for bids 
for the removal of all garbage, from each of 
said districts, and shall, at the first meeting 
in June of each year, let the contract in ac- 
cordance with law, The contract for the re- 
tuovaJ of garbage for all the districts so 
designated shall be let separately as to each 
district, and no one person shall receive the 
contract for more than one district. 


SEC. 4. Any person to whom any such con- 
tract nn:y be awarded shall enter into a 
bond to the City of Portsmouth In tho sum 
of Five Hundred Dollars, with good and 
sufficient sureties approved by Council, con- 
ditioned according to law. Such contractor 
shall remove with water tight carts, wagons 
or other suitable vehicles, all the garbage 
within his district, at least three times per 
week, except the garbage deposited on the 
paved streets, as hereinbefore provided, 
which shall be removed daily, except Sun- 
tiny, by suid contractor between the hours 
of S a.'m. and 11 a. m., 'and shall remove all 
garbage not deposited It a receptacle as pro- 
vided nerein as well as that deposited in a 
receptacle; but it shall be his duty to report 
to the City Council in writing all- violations 
of any of the provisions of this ordinance. 
Said contractor shall also forthwith, remove 
and bury, in accordance with the .rules and 
regulations of the Board of Health,'all dead 
animals. The garbage so removed shall be 
deposited at a point designated by the City 
Council in the advertisement for bids for the 
removal of the same. Any person who shall 
enter into a contract for the removal of gar- 
bage under the provisions of this ordinance 
who shall fail, neglect or refuse to remove 
the same in accordance with the provisions 
of this ordinance;'or shall fai;., neglect or 
refuse to do or perform any of the matters 
or things made his duty to do or perform by 
this ordinance, shall thereby, at the option 
of the City Council, forfeit his contract with 
the City for the removal of garbage and, all 
rights he may have thereunder, and the con- 
tract for the unexpired term may bo relet by 
the City Council, or the City Council may 
proceed taremove the same at the expense 
of such contractor and his bondsmen. 
S>;c. 5. That any person who shall violate 
anj' provision of this ordinance made unlaw- 
ful shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined in 
any sum not less than one or more than 
Fifty Dollars with costs of prosecution. 


SEC. 6. That an ordinance passed Decem- 
ber 6,1S73, entitled "an ordinance to regulate 
tho disposal of garbage within the City of 
Portsmouth" be and the same Is hereby re- 
pealed. 


SEC. 7. This ordinance shall take effect 


after passage and dun publication thereof*
